No. 44 (2) -Plant/52.— WHEREAS the Central Government In the Interests of the 
Indian Tea Industry relaxed, by notification of the Government of India In the 
Mlnistrv oE Commerce and Industry No, 44(2)-Plnnt/52, dated the 14th May, 1952, 
the provisions of sub-section (3) of section 17 of the Indian Tea Control Act, 1938' 
(VIII of 19.3!1) to the extent that the period of validity of a special export licence 
referred to in that notification was extended upto the 3lst day of July 1952; 

And WHEREAS the Central Government considers It necessary in the Interests 
of the said industry that the period of validity of such special export licence should 
be further extended; 

Now therefore In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 40 
of the said Act the Central Government hereby directs that the following amend- 
ment shall be made in the said notification of the Government of India, namely; — 

In the said notification for the words, letters and figures “the 31st day of July, 
1952” the words, letters and figures "the 31st day of August 1952” shall be 
substituted.
